Chilian «nd the Behring Sea difficulties 
has subsided and peace teigns supreme 
at Washington. 
The hearing in the 


Behring Sea seal catching case, which at 
one time was supposed by the credulous 
to be likely to involve the United States 
in a war with Great Britain, was brought 
to a sudden and full stop in the Su- 
preme Court last Wednesday when At- 
torney-General Miller interrupted Solici- 
tor-General Taft in court, and announced 
that it had been agreed to submit the 
seal fisheries controversy to arbitration, 
and that an official announcement of that 
fact would soon be made. 


In the Chilian matter nothing of 


warlike character has emanated from the 
President or any Member of his Cabinet 
since election day. It ,was decided, as 
soon as the elections were over, to give 
the new Chilian Government opportunity 
to inquire into the street fight which re- 
sulted in the death of two Ameiican sail 
ors before bombarding Valparaiso, and 
the matter will now be permitted to drop 
out of sight, if not settled, like the Beh 
ring Sea difficulty, by arbitration. 


It ia surprising what effect State elec 


(ions have on officials at Washington 
Before they take place everyone from th 
President down to the youngest clerks in 
the departments, wants to go to war o 
the slightest provocation, and a perso 
unaccustomed to the situation would nat 
urally suppose that the Federal Govern 
ment was the most sangufnary on th 
globe, but when the returns arc in th 
officials become the most docile on th 
earth, and will submit to all manner o 
insults without resentment. To-day, on 
week after the elections, no cue believes 
for a moment that there will be war be- 
tween the United States and Chili, yet 
ten days ago the Washington dispatches 
conveyed the idea that every hair on Mr.

It is 
believed that when the storm has sprat its 
force and a final estimate of the damage is 
made, it will be found to be a loss much 
greater tban that incurred through any 
storm that bus prevailed for years. Sev- 
eral vessels are ashore between Dungeness 
and Dover, a^d it Is feared they will go to 
pieces, and tbe crews perUh 
It is impos- 


sible to do anything to relieve them on ac- 
count of the heavy seas.

The pres- 
ence of ammonia or alum in a baking pow- 
der, however, can easily be det°cted. 


TO DETECT AMMONIA. 


Mix one heaping teuspoonfnl of baking 


powder with one teaspoonful of water] in 
a tin cop; boil thoroughly tor a few mo- 
ments, stir to prevent burning, and if am. 
monia is present you can smell it in the 
rising steam. Or, place a can of the sus- 
pected powder, top down, on a hot stove 
for a minute or two, then lake off the cover 
and smell. 


TO DETECT ALUM. 


Alum powder can be tested by putting a 


couple of teaspoonfnla of the ponder in a 
glass of cold water. 
If no effervescence, 


that is bubbling or simmering, takes place, 
condemn the powder and return it at once. 
Some alum powders, however, like the 
"Calumet," "Bon Bon,""Chicago Yeast," 
etc., contain phosphates in combination 
with alum, and with these brands the 
following teat is simple and sure: 


Take one-half teaspoonful 
of baking 


powder in the lid of say u half pound can; 
char thoroughly over a strong alcohol 
flame, a good gas jet, or red hot coals. 
After charing (that is burning until the 
whole mass is black) add a teaspoon(ul of 
water and place a bright piece ot silver 
coin in the solution. Stir for one minute 
then take ont the silver. 
If the powder 


prove a cream of tartar powder the coin 
will be bright; if an alum powder it will 
have sulphur stains. 


Now pour a little vinegar into the lid 


and smell the fnmes, 
Alnm powders give 


off sulphuretted bydrogren, which may be 
detected by its foul odor.
